QL of che 24. of March laſt, 104 Con © i 
perſons thereto, or ſhall apprehend any Heretors or others being at Field-Conventicles, while | 
che ſaids perſons are preſent 2t, or coming from the ſame , ſo that the {aids perſons apprehended 
ſhall be brought to a trial,and ſhall be found guilty and convid of the ſaid offences, that the appre- 
henders of ſuch perſons ſhall have the gift of the Fines of the ſaids perſons given tothem : And in- 
caſe any perſon or perſons be cited for the ſaids crimes andoffences, and after certification 1s grant- 
ed againſt them for their contumacy and not appearing, ſhall be apprehended, the apprehenders of 
ſach'perſons ſhall ave the gifrof their Eſcheats , and benefit ariſing from the ſaid certifications.

| ſonorperſons apprehending any of the Miniſters or other perſons forelaid guilty of Preaching 
at Field-Conventicles, or invading of Pulpits, ſhall tor their reward have payed to them the 
ſum of an thouſand Mesks: And for the perſons after-named,vig. Mr. Fohn Welſh, Mr.Gabriel 
| Sempil , and Mr. Samuel Arnot, the apprebenders ſhall have the ſum of 2000 Merks 
payed to them. And His Majeſties Subjects are not only warranted to ſeiz upon , and 
apprehend the ſaids diſorderly perſons in manner foreſaid;; Buziris turther declared by the faids 
Lords of Council, that upon conſideration of the condition of the perſons who ſhall be appre- 
hended according as they have been more ſticklingand active in the ſid diſorders, and the pains 
and diligence of the apprehenders and other circumſtances, they will alſo conſider what further 
_ reward ſhall be given to them for their ſervice: And ordains thele preſents to be Printed, that 
none pretend ignorance.
